2.2 The solution proposed for this problem in claim 1 
of the present application involves an inventive 
step for the following reasons (PCT Article 
33(3)): it is not obvious to the person skilled in 
the art that the Lyocell fibers mentioned in claim 
1 have a lower tendency to twist.
